Hand Herds Customers Into 
Directors’ Room and Takes $20, 
000—Chaséd, He Takes Up Stand 
in Orchestra Pit of Theater Next

One robber held up the Easton-Taylor Trust Co., 4474 Easton 
avenue, at 3 o’cloék this afternoon, and obtained $20,000 in bills, 
He was surrounded by policemen and was driven into the Easton. 
Taylor Theater, next door, where he killed Patrolman Terrence 
McFarland and wounded Sergts. William Henry and Michael Fla- 
vin and Patrolman Claude Adame He was himself shot, and is be- 


lieved to have been fatally wounded. 

The man, carrying a revolver in each hand, burst into the bank 
and shouted ‘‘Hands up.’’ There were 15 customers in tne bank, 
and he herded them, with the employes, into the directors’ room, 


The man began firing his revolver immediately, and persons — 


outside at once started for the Deer Street Police Station, a block 
west, to eall policemen. 

John R. Lanigan, president and treasurer of the trust come- 
pany, was in the establishment, with the cashier, Louis F. Schneie 
der. Schneider handed the man $20,000 in currency. 

A. J. Sagner, another ofiiciai of the bank, followed the man as 
he ran out, and a policerhan came up as the man dodged into the 
moving picture theater, 4472 Easton avenue, which .was empty at 
the time. The robber, jumped into the musicians’ pit and began 
shooting teward the entrance of the theater. ; 

A riot call brought about 50 policemen with riot guns, who 
surrounded the building. <A riot gun accidentally discharged 
wounded one of the policemén in the foot. 

As the policemen entered the theater, the robber shot them 
down. He had the advantage of being in a dark place, while they 
stood in the light as they entered. He is believed to have been 
wounded only after he had killed McFarland and wounded the two 
Sergeants and the patrolman. 
Fires at Bank Employes and Customers. 

In the shooting in the bank, before his flight into the theater, 
the robber fired recklessly in the direction of the bank employes 
and: customers, and Lanigan, the President, said a bullet came 


/so near his head that it seemed to pass through his hair. 


The money was recovered from the man’s pocket after he was 
wounded. There was no indication that he had any accomplice,

My interview with Lounatchavsky 
merely touched upon that phase of 
the SBoviet’s educational activity 
which is found in their propaganda 
campaign. Details of the extraordi- 
‘nary efficiency with which the Bol- 
shevik propagate their theories 
‘among their fellow-countrymen were 
‘obtained from no less an authority 
than Angelica Balabandva, secretary — 
|of the Third Internationale and ‘one — 
of the most remarkable women the 
‘revolution has produced. Of noble 
_birth, she was in her youth at once 
a great heiress and a great beauty. 
Yor the sake of the Socialist cause 
she squandered her money with a 
profligate hand and lost her health. 
Today, in middle age, she is physical- 
lity and financially enfeebled, though 
‘intellectually a tower of strength. . 
|'Among the Bolsheviki her position 

s unique in that she has inspired a 
‘love and reverence enjoyed by no 
|other leader. Her forte lies in 

spreading among her less cultured 
| compatriots understanding of that 
idealism to which she has consecrat- 


ed her entire life. 
Four Ways to Instruct. 

| “There are four principal ways,” — 
|she told me in the soft patrician En- 
glish that is one of the languages 
she speaks perfectly, “in which to 
bring our aims home to our people— 
‘by word of mouth, by printed mat- 
ter, by pictorial illustration and by 
the cinematograph. I can show you 
how these methods ard applied by ; 
,takifig you to see one of our propa- | 
.ganda trains more easily than by 
‘telling you about it.” 
We visited the train next day. It 
was in the Moscow yards in readi- 
| ness for a tour of the Southern Vol-— 
ga region and Turkestan, Mme. Bal- 
abanova, for whose special use it had 
| been built, was contemplating mak- 
| ing. There were five such trains in 
existence, she said, each boasting 10 
cars, equipped with Lbraries, cine-— 
-matographs, a printing plant that 
_publishes a daily paper, a wireless 
‘equipment and a telephote which at 
each station could be hooked up with 
| the local exchange. 
“We also have,” Mme. Balabanova 
observed with one of her rather tired 
smiles, “a machine gun detachment. 
| You see, we are realistic idealists and 
the counter-revolution is not alto-. 
|gether ended yet.” 
The cars of the train were painted 
‘in fearsome fashion, somewhat remi- 
-niscent of circus trains in America, 
with allegorical scenes luridly depict- 
\ing capitalistic serpents being slain 
by the red army, happy peasants ex- 
,changng fraternal greetings with 
equally happy workers, and so forth. 
'Inscriptions such as “Workers of the ~ 
, world unite!” and “All power to th> 
| workers’, soldiers’ and peasants’ dep- 
_uties'”’ were blazoned in huge letters 
across each car. 

Makes Impression on Peasants. ° 

“This isn’t a very high form of 
art,” Mme. Balabanova admitted 
“but it makés a great impression 
upon the peasants. Our procedure iz 

about as follows: rriving in some 
small town or village where our 
‘coming has been previously an- 
‘nounced, we distribute handbills in- 
‘forming the local population what 
we have to offer in the ‘shape of 
speeches, . lectures, moving picture 
shows, etc. It doesn’t take much to 
attract a crowd in a small Russian 
community, and before long our . 
train is sure to be surrounded by * 
throngs of curious country folk. 

“We give those that can read 
pamphlets describing the benefits 
the Communist and Soviet Govern- 
ment is trying to bring them, while 
to others we present posters and pic- 
ture books dealing not only with po- 
litical matters, but with hygiene, ag- 
riculture and other things especially 
interesting to the peasant. Among 
the hundred or so persons who make 
up the personne! of the train there 
are half a dozen or more experiented 
speakers to whom a rustic audience 
will listen for hours at a time. 

“There are also, and this I con- 
sider a most important feature, rep- 
resentatives from each governmental! 
commissariat who receive com-
